The Osseroatore liomano last Sat- 
unlay paibMahed the teat of the 
encyclical (i<hli"sseil hy Pope Pius 
N. T i the French people, which the 
As-ooiaitcd Press reports in iKirt: 
In this document the Pontiff said 
his chief object in addressing: the tills city 
faithful in France was to comfort 
t/heim in their sufferings, which he 
foh deeply. There was. however, 
great eonsola.tion in the fact that 
the Catholics of France were united. 
The French Internment's declara- 
tion of w-ar was not only against the 
Christian faith, but agulinst all spir- 
itual idea-. French Catholics must 
be prepared for all sorts of trials, 
hurt they were certain of final vic- 
tory. This meant tihe maintenance 
of their union with the lloly See, 
which was of the grtyUtssn ini|w>r- 
tance, as shown by the efforts of 
the enemies of the church to dis- 
solve this union. Contmury to the 
statemen'ts on the subject, the 
churcU did not desire a religious war 
involving violent persecutions. Do- 
ing a messenger of ponce untl carry- 
ing tsit her mission loyally, the 
church ditl not willingly expose her- 
self to war ami persecution, as she 
did not desire to see her children 
suffering. Regarding the eccle- 
siastical pro|Kirttes, the encyclical 
said the BnjM had not aUindoned 
them. The French Government had 
imposed on the Catholics of France 
mi orgMni/.a.tiMi which 1he church 
was absolutely muible l" accept 
without imperiling her existence as 
a divine institution. The church 
could not prevent -the unjust spolia- 
tion in progress. Aa for the pro- 
posed cultural as«<K'.iatiio!>8, -tihey are 
conjtrarv to the ecclesiastical hier- 
archy giTen to t>he church by the 
Divine Pounder Himself and the 
Pope condemned thorn in spite of the 
material injuries involved at the 
hands of tihe Government.
